School  Faculty  to  be  Honored  at  Yom  Hamoreh  Service 
With  Special  Honor  to  Vivian  FinkeS 
Upon  Her  25th  Anniversary  with  Religious  School 


The  Sabbath  morning  service  celebrated 
as  Yom  Hamoreh,  Teachers  Sabbath,  May 
7,  will  pay  tribute  to  the  facu’.ty  of  the 
Religious  School  with  special  honor  to 
Vivian  (Mrs.  Milton)  Finkel  upon  her 
25  th  anniversary  with  our  Religous 
School.  Considered  one  of  the  finest 
teachers  in  the  city,  Mrs.  Finkel  has 
taught  generations  of  children  in  our 
Elementary  School  and  adults  in  our  In¬ 
stitute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies  where 
she  has  conducted  classes  in  beginners, 
intermediate  and  advanced  Hebrew.  She 
is  not  only  their  instructor  but  their 
friend  who  takes  a  personal  interest  and 
pride  in  their  accomplishments. 

In  February  1974,  40  women  who 
attended  her  Hebrew  classes  became 
B'not  Mitzvah  at  a  Shabbat  Service.  It  is 
to  her  credit  that  many  women  atteriu 
her  classes  for  years. 

Mrs.  Finkel  has  taught  Hebrew  to 
many  congregants  who  today  are  leaders 
in  our  synagogue.  Many  youngsters  with 
severe  reading  problems  have  been  able 
to  become  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  thanks  to  her 
patience  and  expert  teaching  ability.  The 
Board  of  Jewish  Education  has  invited 
her  to  lecture  on  the  methods  of  teaching 
language  in  the  classroom  and  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  City  of  New  York 


has  asked  her  on  several  occasions  to 
demonstrate  her  methods. 

It  is  not  unusual  to  find  Mrs.  Finkel 
in  the  classroom  on  Saturday  mornings 
from  8:15  to  9:00  o’clock  teaching 
Hebrew  to  gifted  children  who  are  eager 
to  study  the  Bible  in  its  original  form. 
If  the  group  desires,  she  devotes  part  of 
the  time  to  teaching  Jewish  folk  dancing. 
Once  a  week  she  has  instituted  individual 
study  programs  in  her  classes  to  permit 
each  student  to  advance  on  his  or  her 
level  of  ability.  Many  of  her  articles  have 
been  incorporated  in  books  for  children 
and  teachers  in  the  educational  field. 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  indeed, 
fortunate  to  have  Mrs.  Finkel  on  its 
faculty  and  congratulates  her  upon  the 
impact  she  has  made  upon  the  lives  of 
her  students. 

Following  the  service  there  will  be  a 
kiddush  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Finkel  and  the 
teaching  staff  of  our  Religious  School. 
Congregants,  their  families  and  friends 
are  invited  to  attend  this  special  Shabbat 
service  and  the  kiddush  on  May  7 .
